Tbe annual report of the snperin- 
tendeot of Indian schools has been 
submitted to the commissioner of In ­ 
dian affairs, It is an interesting do­ 
cument, showing what tbe govern­ 
ment is doing for the practical edu­ 
cation mud 
advancements of his 
wards, aud embraces ideas gleaned 
from personal observation in the field 
together with the views of various 
superintendents, Indian workers and 
prominent educators throughout the 
United States. Tbe general superin­ 
tendent has outlined a uniform course 
of stud? for the students of the In ­ 
dian schools, and makes a strong ar 
guinent for education along practical 
lines which will improve the Indian's 
mode of life. 
In this connection tbe 
subject of agriculture istakeo up 
embracing 
dairying 
and 
other 
branches of farm study, so well at 
domestic science for the girls. Speak 
lag of agriculture, the superintendent 
says: 
“ No occupation will so soon dispot 
seas the Indian of his nomadic in 
stincts and fix upon him permanency 
of habitation as agriculture. Tilling 
of tbe soil will necessarily oblige him 
to remain in one spot, and the per 
forming of certain duties at proper 
times of the year will instill into him 
tbs necessity for systematic work 
and for giving attention to details. 
To make any real progress the Indian 
must haves home, wherein w ill cen­ 
ter all his interests, hopes sod am­ 
bitions, and a home on a farm will 
best fill these 
requirements. As 
there is no field In which he can so 
readily contribute to his own sup­ 
port, be should not only be encour­ 
aged, but urged to oease leasing hit 
allotment, to cultivate more acres, 
raise better crops, and live the 
thrifty, independent life that falls to 
tbe lot of tillers of tbe soil. ”
